GENESEE EASILY CAPTURES TRIAL 
RACE FOR CHICAGO ROQATS.

* a new champion yacht has appeared on 
the lakes. Yesterday, in thé first of the trial 
s to decide the American representative 
in the international races at Toronto next 
month for the Canada cup, Genesee of 
Rochester, N. Y., one of the fastest thirty- 
five-footers that have ever sailed an inland 
lake, scored a complete victory over the 
Chicago representatives in the race and won 
without half trying. 

From start to finish the speedy Rochester 
Yacht club boat led the way over the twenty- 
‘one knot triangular course, never swerving 

once in its course, but making every point 

‘gount. It sailed a magnificent race and, 
handled by one of the best disciplined crews, 
which has spent but a fortnight in 
Chicago learning the vagaries of the weather 
conditions, the victory over the Chicago 
boats was one of the most decisive kind. 

A steady drizzle’ made the race any- 
thing but a pleasant one, and it was not un- 
ti] the finish line was reached, when Genesee 
was miles ahead of the Prairie and Jose- 

ine, that the sun shone out on the white 
winged boats, showing the victor just as it 
was crossing the line and revealing to the 
anxious Chicago crowd who followed the 
races in the steamer how badly the home 
boats were beaten. 

Genesee had tied up at its moorings, the 
crew gone ashore, and drank to the health of 
the owners and builders before Prairie slow- 
ly loomed on the horizon, and finally by a 
few long reaches crossed the line twenty-six 
minutes after. Then a long wait, and the 
judges finally had the satisfaction of seeing 
Josephine. which had been touted as the 
winner, come plunging acrcss the line, end- 
ing the race just thirty-eight minutes ams a 
Genesee had finished. | 


Accident to Bald Eagle. 


It had been'expected four boats would par- 
ticipate in the race. Bald Eagle, which had 
geome down from Racine yesterday, was to 
have been the fourth contestant, and go it 
would have been had it not been for an acci- 
dent just a few moments before the time for 
the race to start. 

Even at that the .yachtsmen do not think 
Bald Eagle will do anything. It is another: 
case of the Veva. Poorly built and remark- 
ably slow in stays, the boat does not seem 
to have an iota of chance against ang of the 
boats so far in the contests. 

At precisely 11 o’clock Genesee, with the 
simplest kind of rigging, consisting of a 
plain jib and mainsail of more than the 
usual reach. scudded across the line. Five 
scconds later Josephine, with its mainsail, 
jib topsail, flying jib, and main jib drawing 
all the wind, hurried over the line, followed 
two seconds later by Pratirie. 

From the start it was secn which was the 


_ better boat. The wind was a fair one, com- 


ing from the ‘tsouth-southwest,” and in- 
clined to be puffy, which the yachtsmen at 


-once sized up as giving a good chance for 
all the boats to show their sailing qualities. 


Prairie was a disappointment. Lean- 
ing far. over on its bilges, it demonstrated 
it is unable to carry all the canvas which it 
had spread, while Josephine also gave evi- 
dence too much canvas was being carried 
aloft. 

Twenty minutes after starting the boats 
were going fast. An eighth of a mile sep- 


- @rated each one, and a moment later Thorne, 


the sailing master, seemed to note what was 
troubling his boat and had the jib topsail 
taken in. Instantly the boat righted itself 
and stood up better in the wind. Genesee 
was sailing like a charm. Standing up stiff 
and strong, it held the wind easily, its light 
Graft carrying it over the water like a duck, 


Rounds First Stake Boat. 


A little before noon the stake boat, which 
marked the end of the first leg of the race, 
seven knots from the start, was made out. 
Seen from the steamer, Genesee was going 


straight as a string and seemed to be but 


a point or two out of the course. A moment 
later the boat wore around the stake boat 
amid the whistles of the steam launches and 
cheers of the crowds on the yachts and 
steamers. 

A scant half point showed the ability of 
Genesee to hold its course and then a mo- 
ment later Chicagoans had an opportunity 
of seeing how a boat’s crew should do its 
work, for hardly had the yacht rounded the 
stake boat when the spinnaker boom shot 
out and in a twinkling the cancas broke 
out, bellying out and send the boat for- 
ward in jumps. A prettier sight could not 
be imagined than when the sails began 
to fill, making the boat look like a huge 
white butterfly against the leaden sky. 

At 12:04 Josephine rounded the stake boat. 
It was also greeted with cheers, being the 
first Chicago boat across the first leg, but 


#t was not in the race after that, for Gene- 


gee had gained fully five minutes on the first 
leg. -Josephine was slow in rigging out its 
spinnaker, taking one minute and twenty- 
five seconds in setting the sail. The climax 
was reached when Prairie pushed its nose 
over the line and began one of the most 
wretched exhibitions of crew work ever seen. 

First the spinnaker boom was pushed out. 
Then it was seen that it had the rigging 
. fouled and jammed in the blocks. Three 
trials were made to shake the rope out and 
then finally a man was sent aloft to reset 
the rigging. In the meantime Prairie had 
lost every inch it had gained on Josephine. 

Genésee was a good mile in the. lead and 
when the wind decreased it kept up its lead 
by making use of the scant wind which it 
eould reach with its sails. 


Josephine and Prairie Race. 


Josephine and Prairie still kept up their 
Struggle to regain lost time. and developed a 
small race by themselves. Slowly but surely 
Genesee walked over the water, and finally ; 
&t 1:18 Davis tumbled out his crew and took 
in his spinnaker. The behavior of the boat 
fm the puffs on the first leg of the race and 
the admirable ability to get the best of the 
» light wind on the second filled every one with 
the idea that it will be the boat to go to 
Toronto Aug. 21. 

At 1:37 the wind, which had been giying 
Sfadually, suddenly veered to the south- 
east, freshening up, and giving the specta-

Cer- 
vera’s fleet was gone, apparently, but Shaf- 
ter was still in a precarious situation before 
Santiago, Manila was in the hands of the 
Spanish, and Havana was still to be at- 
tacked. Spain was apparently set in its ig- 
norant obstinacy, the expedition to Porto 
Rico was being considered, and it was felt 
that even with the brilliant naval victories 


at Manila and Santiago the army must ac- , 


complish something or Spain would continue 
to ignore the logic of events. 

It was no holiday for the clerks at the 
White House, the War department, and in 
the naval bureaus.

CHICAGO’S PATRIOTIC SPIRIT DEFIES 
: BAD WEATHER. 


Air Exercises—Evanston Hears Gen. 
Anderson and Gives Medals to Span- 
ish War Heroes—Crowd of 2,000 at 
Humboldt Park Listens to Judge 
Neely—Artillerymen Fire Many Sa- 
 lutes—Picnic Plans Abandoned. 


Chicago’s patriotic spirit proved itself 
yesterday of too sturdy a character to be 
discouraged by drizzling rain or ominous 
clouds, and several of the many Fourth of 
July celebrations planned were carrried out 
despite the bad weather. Citizen soldiers, 
tentless but rolled up in blankets, lay for 
two hours in the pouring rain waiting to fire 
the nationa! salute at the minute of a sun- 
rise they could not see. Thousands of citi- 
zens in the afternoon stood for an. hour 
and a half on soggy turf and under a threat- 
ening sky to listen to an old-fashioned pro- 
gram of Fourth of July speeches and music. 
And everywhere in the city, from midnight 
till midnight, the noise of cannon crackers 
and variéd explosives proclaimed Chicago 8 
realization that the occasion was at hand for 
celebrating. 
Evanston carried out its program for cele- 
bration of the day under shelter in the morn- 
ing, after Grand Army men and soldiers of 
the Spanish war had tramped three miles in 
vhe heaviest. of the day's downpour. The 
people gathered in Fisk Hall, where General 
Thomas M. Anderson, Commander of the 

- Department of the Lakes, was the orator.

Pioneer of Terre Haute, Ind., and Vet- 


| eran in Postal Service Passes 
Away at His Home. 


_Terre Haute, ind., July 4.—[Special.]— 
Joseph O. Johnson, who died today, had been 
Postmaster in Terre Haute under ten Presi- 
dents and served in the postal service alto- 
gether under thirteen Presidents. | 
_ He was born in 1814 in Whitehall, N. ¥., 
and was brought here in 1816, He was the 
oldest citizen of the county in the point of 
residence. In 1828 he went to New York 
City and worked for a time for the Harper 
printing office, afterwards going to the 
antarctic on a whaling cruise. | 

He followed the sea for several years, and 
went to Utica to hold a clerkship in the post- 
office for three years. | 

In 1841 Van Buren appointed him Post- 
master of Terre Haute for four years, a few 
days before William Henry Harrison be- 
came President. Tyler did not disturb him, 
and in 1845 he went to the Postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington, holding a position 
through Polk's administration. Plerce ap- 
pointed him Postmaster of Terre Haute in 
1853 and Buchanan removed him. In 1861 
Lincoln appointed him and Johnson removed 
him in 1866. Garfield appointed him in 1881 
and he served under Arthur and a few 
months under Cleveland. | | 


TOO MUCH WATER FOR BOATMEN 


Heavy Rains Make July 4, 1899, the 
Worst in Many Years for 
| the Lake Lines, 


The two days of steady downpour inflicted 
heavy loss on the lake passenger business. 
Drizzling rain and fog are bad enough 
ashore, but there is little joy for the 
excursionist on the steamer when he has to 
remain in the cabin throughout the trip. A 
steamboat man last night said that the 
owners of the various lines were out of 
pocket between $7,000 and ’/$8,000 on account 
of the unfavorable weather. This, he said, 
was a conservative estimate. 

On Monday evening 1,500 persons boarded 
the Virginia for Milwaukée, and yesterday 
morning the whaleback with 2,000 optimistic 
pleasure seekers started in search of sun- 
shine and dry ground.
